The  play  itself  is  based  on  the  writings  of  the  Greek  Playwright  Plautus,  who  wrote 
many  different  short  plays  that  each  contained  a  unique  main  character.  These 
characters  later  became  the  foundation  for  which  the  characters  of  Forum  were 
constructed.  Characters  such  as  the  scheming  servant,  the  henpecked  husband,  the 
domineering  matron  and  the  lovesick  young  man  are  all  overly  dramatized  in 
Sondheim's  Forum.
